• If the car's motor runs but the car 
does not respond to the transmitter, 
move closer to the car and try again. 

• If someone uses a CB nearby, it might 
interfere with control of the car. If 
this happens, move the car away from 
the CB. 

• You cannot operate your car near 
devices with transmitters that use the 
same frequency (27 MHz or 49 MHz). 
Check the car's packaging to see which 
frequency your car uses. 

• If the car moves slowly, and you just 
installed a fresh battery, check the 
wheel mechanisms for lint, thread, hair 
or dust. 

CARE 

Keep the car dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry 
immediately. Use and store the car only in 
normal temperature environments. Handle 
the car carefully; do not drop it. Keep the 
car away from dust and dirt, and wipe it 
with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it 
looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the car's in- 
ternal components can cause a malfunction 
and might invalidate its warranty and void 
your FCC authorization to operate it. If 
your car is not performing as it should, take 
it to your local RadioShack store for assis- 
tance.
